The ſeventeenth of Afaxch, 
through a ſtrange rempeſt which 
happened in the North, near the 
town of Richmond, not only cotra- 
pes, trees, barns, and hay-ftacks, bur 
alſo the moſt part of a Church call- 

ed Patrick Brunton, was overthrown, 
with mo{t ſtrange ſights ſeen inthe 
ayr, both terrible and fearful, 

The twentieth of [une , 71i/liam 
Lumley, a poor man inthe Pariſh of 
Emeley, inthe County of Worceſter, 
being kept in priſon by a wealthy 
Widdow , he having a Mare of 22 
years ol4 with Foal, within three 
daizs after foaled a mare colt , the 
which immediately had an Udder, 
out of which was milked the ſame 
day a pint of milk , and every day 
afrer gave above rhree pints, to the 
grear relief of his wife and children, 
the which colt continned ſoa Fong 
time after, as harh been ſeen by ma- 
ny thonſands., 

The fourth, fifch, and ſixth dayes 
was the Afſizes held at Oxford , 
where was arraigned and cendemn- 
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ed one Rowland Juks, for his ſediti- 
ous tongue,at which time ther aroſe 
amidſt the people a damp thar al- 
moſt all were ſmothered , very few 
eſcaped that were not taken at that 
inſtant ; the Jurors died at that in- 
tant; ſhortly after died Sir Robert , 
Bell, Lord Chief Baron; Sir Ro de O= 
lie , Sit William Babington , Maſter 
Wenmas, Maſter de Ohe, High She- 
riff, Maſter Danvers, Maſter Hay- 
court , Maſter Kirk , Maſter Fret- 
place, Maſter Greenwood, Maſter Poe 
fer, Maſter Naſh, Serjeant Barham, 
Mafter Stevexs: there died in Ox- 
ford three hundred perſons, and ſick» 
ned there , and died in other places 
tivo hundred and odd, from the (ixth 
of 1sly, tothe twelfth of Auguſt, at- 
cer which day died not one of that 
ſickneſs, 

On Sunday, the fotrth of Augaſt, 
between the hour of nine and ren of 
the clock in the forenoon. whilit the 
Miniſter was reading of the fecond 
Leflonin the Pariſh Church of Bl:- 
berough, a townin Suffolk, alirange 
and terrible rempeſt of _— and 
chiun- 
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thunder, trooke through the wall of 


the ſame Church into the ground, 
almoſt a yard deep , drave down all 
che people on thar fide, above twen- 
ry perſons,then rending the wall rp 


ro the Veſtry, cleft the door and re- 


turned to rhe Steeple , rent the tim- 
ber , brake the chaines, and fled to- 
wards Bongey {ix miles off; the peo- 
ple that were firicken down, were 
found groveling on the ground more 
then halfe an houre after, whereof a

flaſh of lightning and cracks of thun- 
der rent the pariſhChurch of Boxgey, 
nine miles from Norwich , wrung in 
ſounder the wiers and wheels of rhe 
Clock, {lew two men which ſate in 
the Beltrey and ſcorched anorher, 
which hardly eſcaped. 

The eleaventh of November , ar 
night was ſeen a blazing Star with a 
long ſtream, which ſtar was ſeen till 
eight a clock in the morn.

Pew where the Proctor ſtood , 
which afcer he had done for a little 
ſpace , the Proctor lifted up his 
head'toſee what he ailed, and found 
him to be dead, and ſtraightway the 
faid $1420 fell down and ratled a lic- 
tic inthe rhroar, and never ſpake af- 
ter ; this was done juſt as the Judge 
came into rhe Church , who ſaid it 
was the juſt indgement of God vpon 
him : aftec his cloathes being ope- 
ned, there vere found about him 
deviliſh books of conjuration and 
abominable praCtices; a picture of a 
man, having chree Dice in his hand, 
and this writing, chance, dice , for- 
runacely, and divers papers of ſuch 
like marter, as hehad dealr in for 
men, ſuch as are mentioned 11 Le- 
viticus. chap, 20, ver, 6, If any foul 
#rn himſelf after ſuch as work with 
ſpirits and afier ſorrbſayers, togoa

The third of February, [ohn Nel- 
ſou for denying the Qyeens ſupre- 
macy was drawn to Tyburne and 
there hanged and quartered.

Oliver Cromwcl, Lord: 
ProteCtor. 


Liver Cromwell was born in 
che town of Huntingdon , he 
was deſcende.] from the family of 
thew:!l:ams in the Coun.of Glamor- 


gay, one whereof marrying with 


the onely child and daughter of the 
Lord Cromwell, raiſed and behea- 
ded by Henry the Erght, the whole 
Family afterwards recained rhe 
Name of Cromwell which was 


' thought more Honourable. 


In the month of Azg"ſt 1 6 4 9. 
Six moneths after rhe qeceaſe of 
King Charles Oliver Cromwell, being 
choſen by the Parliamencto be Go- 
vernor of Jre/ard,advanced into that 
Nation with a very gallant Army 
of Horſe and Foor, where having ta- 


ken and beſieged Dogheda, by de- 


orees 
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orees became abſoluce mater 
of that whole Nation, 

Inthe ſame year Door Dor;/laxs 
who aſliſted at King Charles his 
death, being ſent as Agent intothe 
Low Countreys, was killed at the 
Hagne ; and Mr. Achams being nor 
long atterwards ſenras an Agent in- 
to Spain, Was killed at Maarid. 

In the year x650. the Common- 
wealth of Erpland preparing to 
make war againſt the Scots, Oliver 
Cromwell, who for his many great 
ſervices in the wars of England, was 
made Lieutenant General, was now 
choſen to be Generallifſimo of the 
Armies of the Common-wealth of 
Expland in the place of the {Lord 
Fairfax. 

This year in the moneth of Sep- 
rember, was the famous battell of 
Danbar, where the Engliſh having 
eotally overthrown the Scots, did 
take ten Collonels, 12 Lieutenant- 
collonels, 9 Majors, 47 Captains,72 
Lientenants, and eighty Enigner, 
rwo and rvienty great Gunns, and 
arms for lifceen thouſand men, 
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In the ſame moneth Ederburgh 
and Leith weretaken. 

Col: Euſebinus Andrews being diſ- 
covered to bring over Commiſſi- 
ons toraiſe ſouldiers for the King 
of Scotland, was condemned for ir, 
and beheaded on Tower hill. Much 
abour the ſame rime Generall Blake 
at ſea did ruine Prince Ruperes 
Fleer. 

Inthe year 1651, the Armes of 
the Crown of England were pur 
down by order of Parliament, and 
the Statuesof King Chales were put 
down, one of them at the old Ex- 
change, and rhe other at the weſt 
end of Paxls, 

This year the Lord Saint Johyand 
Mr. Walter Strick/axd were ſent 
Ambaſſadors into Helland, where 
they were much aftronted by the 
Engliſh Royaliſts. 

The Ifle of Scully was reduced, and 
one Brown Buſhell was beheaded ar 
London, a famous Royaliſt both by 
ſea and land, 

This year M, Love and Mr, G:b- 

bons were beheaded on En 
_ nN 
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In the moneth of Auguſt the 
King of Scotland with an army of 
twelve thouſand men, did evterin- 
to- England by the way of Carlile, 
and on the third of September fol- 
lowing was the batrel at Worceſter, 
where the King of Scotland being 
ove:-poivred loft the day, where 
there were taken fx Collonels of 
hotſe, eight 57 #2, thirty ſeven 
Captains of ic. i, ſeventy three of 
foot, ſeventy i:x StanJards, ninty 
nine Enfienes.onz h:ndred {ifry and 
eight Colours, ali the Canon, the 
Royall Standard, the Kings coach 
and horſes, the Kivg himſelf made 
an eſcape ſtrangely, and 1n a diſy..iſe 
paſſed unknown into France, 

This yeare the Ifle of /er/ie was 
taken anJrhe Iſle of Mar reduced ; 
and nn: long afrerwards the ſtrong 
Caltle of Gzernſey was ſurrendred to 
the Pailtoamenr. 

. Inthe mon2tn of May 1652. was 
the firſt Sea-fight berwixr the Eng- 
gliſh and the Hollanveis, Generall 
Blake gwe the firſt volley, and let 
flie chiee guns at Vartrumps flag, 
to

to which YVan-trump anſwered by a 
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ſhot from the ſtern of his ſhip back- 
wards, ſignifying his ditdain to veyl 
his flag, and 1nitead of ſtriking his 
main top-ſaile, he cauſed a red flag 
of war to be ſer vp in token of a 
combir to his whole Fleet, and 
without any further delay he gave 
Gen. Blake a broad fide, who retur- 
ned two for one, and for the ſpace of 
four hours together both Fleers did 
fight with great animoſity, In this 
fight it 1s ſaid that one Holland man 
of war was ſunk, and anorher taken 
wich thirty guns: on the Engliſh 
fide there were ſome (lain,and more 
wounded, and the ſhip Gen. Blake 
commanded as Admirall, was much 
indammag'd in her maſlis, ſaile,tack- 
[!n2, and .ipparell, 

This action being diſowned by 
the States of Holland, there was af- 
rerwards open war proclaimed be- 
twixt the two Nations, and The 
greateſt part of the Englifh Fleet 
ſailed Northwards towards rhe Ile 
of Orkexey under the command of 
t Generall Blake, thinking rhe Ducch 
would 
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would be ready there to convey 
home their Fiſhermen: in the mean 
time another Fleet of the Hollan- 
ders were diſcoyered not far from 


Plimonth, againſt which Sir George - | 


Aſcne advanced with forty men of 
war, and though in his firſt charge 


he was ſufficiently dammagedin his - | 


ſailes, maſts and yards, yet he got 
windward of his Enemies, and once 
again charged the whole body of 
them. Amoneſt the Engliſh there 
were ſeyerall hurt and killed, 2nJ ic 
was conjectured by the wrack that 
two of the Holland men of warre 
were ſunk: the mghr coming on, 
the Engliſh made cowards Plimonuth 
corepair their veſſels, bur eſpecially 
their maſts, yards, and rackling 
which were ſotorn in the fight, yer 
they were inforced to giye over the 
enemy. 

In the moneth of September Ge- 
neral Blake fought with the French 
fleet thatwere carrying Auxiliaries

Spaniard, 
Some few dayes afterwards he 


| diſcovered abour fixty ſaile of Hol- 
' tand men of war, commanded by 


Admirall Je W:tte, on the backſide 
of the Goodwins Sands, whom he fol- 


{ . lowed almoſt asfar as Weſt-chappell 


in Zeland, and took the Admirall of 
the reer ſquadron, 

Not long afterwards there was a- 
nocther fight berwixr eleyen of the 
Holland men and a ſquadron of the 
Engliſh in the Medrerranean ſea , 
where the the Engliſh being over- 
powred by numbers, the Phenx, a 
very gallant Frigot, of five and forty 
guns,was boarded by a Holland man

On the ninreenth of September 
a part of rhe Engliſh fleet ſer faile for 
Dermark , to demand the Englih 
ſhips thar were there detained, and 
whoſe lading was Carried on ſhore 
and ſold, This Ambaſſage was fruit-

many moneths afterwards : comirg 
home the Avtelop Frigot being Ad-

nurall,commanded by Caprain Ball, 
ſteering too much to. the ſhore, 
did run vpon the ſands, where ſhz 
was {oſt, and ir was ten to one thar 
the whole Fleet had nor followed 
her, ſhe bearing the lanthorn, She 
was an excellent Frigor, and carried 
fifry braſs guns, * 

Not long afterwards the Hollan- 
ders caine forth to ſea againe with 
fourſcore ſhips and upwards, againſt 
whom the Engliſh Fleet, under the 
command of Gen. Blake, advanced; 
It is ſaid they conſified not of above 
trwoand forty ſhips, and thar not a- 
bove half of them ingiged in that 
dayes ſervice, and bare the brunt of 
the puiflant Holland Fleer. The A- 
vent-guard and the YVittory,rwo brave 
Frigors, having been that whole af- 
rernoonhingagedin the mid{t of the 
enemy, who fired from all fides on 
them,gotoff ina very good conditt- 
on, The Garland, a frigot rhat car- 
ried forty pieces of Canon,was boar- 
ded, and being over-powred on all 
fides, was inforced to yeild ; the 
Bonaventure, a gallant flup, goivg to 
re- 
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relieve the Gailand, did + ail alto 1n- 


| ro the hands of the enemies. Gene- 
{ rall Blake, who commanded the Tri- 


umph plunging intorhe midft of his 
enemies to fetch off the Garland 
and Bonaventure, was clapt on board 


| by the Dutch, and had his fore-maſt 


ſhor down cloſe torhe board ; but 
having ſtoutly defended himſelfe, he 


at leygth got cleare, and went off 


with the reſt of the Fleet, 

But on the latter end of February 
1653, the Engliſh did put forth to 
ſea again. with a gallant fleet, Gen, 
Blake in the Triumph followed by 
Gen, Dean, having diſcovered 80. 
Holl. men of War (who ſeemed tn 
out-dare them berween the Iſle of 
Wight and Portland )began the fight; 


: the Engliſh Fleet came not vp unto 
their Generall, who al-che morning 


had been engaged untill two in the 
afrernoop, at what time there was 
a moſt cruel fight, which continued 
till dark night, The Engliſh loſt 
the Sampſcn, which was fo leaky 
and ſo unſerviceable, that the Hol- 
landers ſunk her themſelves after 
chey 
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they had taken her, On the next 


day and rhe day following the Eng. - 


gliſh again affaulred rhe Hollandetrs, 
on the laſt day the fight was more 
obſtinate then the former. The En- 
gliſh in this fight rook abour nine 
men of War, and fifty Merchants 
ſhips, and ſunk ſevyerall other ſhips; 
fifteen hundred priſoners were 
brought up to London, Gen, Bleke 
was hurt in this inconnter, having 
done as much as could be expected 
from a gallant ſeaman, and many of 
his captains and officers, who were 
men of great courage, were both 
hurt and killed inthis deſperate in- 
counter, In this ſpring the Engliſh 


loſt ſome {hips at Legorze, captaine |. 


Baaily who commanded a ſquadron 
of nine menot War, being not able 
by the averſeneſs of the wind to 
come up and afhſt captain Appletor, 
whoſe Frigots not equalto the Hol- 
landers were ſurrounded by them, 
There were loſt in this fighr the 


Leopard and Smugee Frigot, which 
carried fry pieces of canon; ſhe was|

Not long afterward Gen,Crownel 
alledging that the drifrs of the Par-

This year the Marqueſs of Led;

as an Ambaſladour from Spas, but | 
his Highneſs at that time having no / 
defire to make any alliance with 
Spain,did conclude a peace with the 
Crown of France. : 

This year on the latter end of 
December,a gallant Fleer under the | 
command of Generall Pez and Ge- 
nerall Yexables, did put forth to ſea, 
who onthe tenth of Mav following 
arrived at Iamaica, the defign ha-} 
ving milſcarryed, as Santto Dominge 
in Hiſpaniola. | 

On the fifth of April the articles 
ofpeace were figned and delivered 
on the behalf of the two Nations of 
England and Holland, the Protetor 
coteftifie his-joy did moſt ſumptu- |. 
ouſly intreat the Holland Ambaſls- 
dours. 

This year the Highlanders 1 
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Mouh falling into the North of 
Scotland did give them fo full a 
charge onthe latter end of July,thac 
he abſolurely defeated them, and 
made them incapable of ever appea- 
ring in arms again, 

This year his Highneſs conſtituted 
Major Generals for the preſervation 
of the peace of the Common- 
wealth in the reſpe&ive Counties 
of this Nation, whoſe power appea- 
ring to be of too grear a latitude, 
pen were afterwards difinyeſted 
of it. 

The Lord Bulftrede Whitlock_was 
ſent Ambaſſadour into Swedes , 
where he entred intoa cloſe league 
with that nation, 

Generall Blake arriving with his 
fleet at Ss, ſent unto the Gover- 
nour of the place to demand fatisfa- 
ion for ſome Engliſh ſhips which 
the pirars inthoſe parts hadtaken a- 
way, which being denied, he came 
with the Vice-admirall and Rear- 
admirall within musket ſhot of rhe 
Caſtle, on which he inceflantly fired, 
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and on the other forts whileſt the-0- 
cher ſhips took the opportunity to 
fire, parr of the Turkiſh Navy then 
riding in the Haven, This was ſe 
well performed, that in tour hours 
ſpace nine great veſſels were burnt 
down to the very keels, the Engliſh 


loſing but five and twenty men, and 


five and forty wounded, Hereupon 
the King of 7#:s ſought to the En- 
glifh for peace, and reſtoredthe pri- 
ioners which Blake had demanded 
for little or nothing, 


The Lord Willeugby of Parham, 


the Lord Newport, Mr, Seamor, and 
M. Newport, were ſent tothe Tow- 
er upon the ſuſpition of a new Con- 
ſpiracy. 

His Highneſs going into S.lamſes 
Park for his recreation, had his 
coach ready for him, which was 
drawn with fix Flaxders horſes, he 
undertook to drive the coach him- 
ſelf, but rhe horſes impatient of his 
command did flie forth, and threw 
him out of the coach-box on the 


ground, being'much hurt and brui- 
. ſed. Notlons afterwards his eldeſt

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fon had a fal from his horſe, and did 


break his leg of which he (ill goes 


lame. 


His Highneſs ſent twelve good 
menof War well wanned, and well 
provided wirh all neceſſaries, to [4- 
meica wich Colonel Humpheries Re- 
oiment, not long afterwards Gene. 
Pen, and after him General Yenables 
artived from /ameica, who had nor 
the ſame countenance from hisHigh- 
nels, as when they did put forth 
toſea, 

In the yeer 1656, Sever Spaniſh 
Ships comming from Lime 1n 
the Indies moſt richly laded, were 
inconntred in the way by Generall 
Montague , abour nine leagues from 
Cadis, The fight was violent,and the 
rather becauſe it was known with 
what mercall che Ships of Spays 
were laded. In the fight, the for- 
tune of Ergland eafily prevailed, 
there was one Ship burned, another 
ſunk, two were taken, and two run a 
ground, & one got away With a Por- 
tugall prize, In the ſhip that was 
burned, was Marqueſs of Budex, his 
O3 wife 
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wife and one davghter, In another 
of the Shipsthat were taken, was the 
yourg Marques his brother, and a 
fiter that was ſet on ſhore in Spain, 
The two brothers were brought to 
E»gland, and along time priſoners 


in Chelſy Colledge, from whence I 


they had the fortune to make their 
eſcape, 

The rich Plate fleet being after 
much expeCtation come to Spain, 
Blake :nderitanding where they had 
unlacen , reſolved wuh himſelfe, 
though he miſled »of the money, ro 
bz revenged on the purſe, and made 
vp to them with rhe greare{l part of 
the Rrenoth he had, and burned and 
ſunck fxreen great veſlails; amongſt 
which the:e were hve Gallions, the 
Admirall, Vice-Admir3y, and Rear- 
Admirall, the greateſt part wnereof 
had Brafſe Ordnance monnted on 
them, His Highneſs rewarded this 
ſervice of Blakes with a Diamond 
Ring wotth a thouſand pound. 

On the beginning of May the 
Exgliſh were ſentto alſiſt the French, 
with a body of fix thouſand Foot,

\ Sir John Reynolds, 


In the middle of the moneth of 
Iane, his. Highneſs was inſtalled in

This veer the Fort of Mardtke 
was convaied unto the Engliſh, and 
Sir ſohn Reynolds cormming for 
England, was at Sea, moſt unforru- 
narely, If not crielly caſt away, 
Generall Blake being lick,died inthe 
Foht of Plimmonth, and had the 
Honour to be buried in the Chap- 
pel1 of Hepry the Seventh, 

Henry Cromwell the younger ſon 
of the Protector was made Lord 
Deputy of Trelard, and not long 
afterwards the Court began to be 
fullof Jealouſies, for now there was 
a new report- of another conſpiracy 
avainſt rhe ProreQor, for the effect-

At the ſame time, and for the 
ſame plot , Door John Hewyt was 
beheaded on the Tower hill , whoſe 
death was much lamented by many 
learned Divines, but above all , by 
the pious Lady his wife , who not 
long afcerwards , petitioned tothe 
Parliament for juſtice , for the death 
other husband, 

In this year on the ſecond of Tune, 
a Whale of aprodigions bulk, being 
fixty foot in length, andot a propoc- 
tionable bigneſs, was caſt upon (hnar 
not far from Greemwich , winch was 
taken to be a preſage of ne 
Os5S events 
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eyents to come. 

The Engliſh and French having 
overthrown the Spaniards in a me- 
morable battail, not far from D#x- 
kirk , which was at that time be- 
fieged by them, it was the means 
that not levg afterwards, the moſt 
confiderable Town of Dunkirk was 
ſurrendred co the Engliſh, 


In Izly, the Lady Elizabeth Cley- | 


pole, ſecond daughter to the Pro- 
rector, departed this life ; ſhe wasa 
Lady of a gallant ſpirit, and dyed in 
the flower of her age , which firuck 
more to her Farhers heart, than all 


the heavy burden of his affairs, ſo- 


great a power hath nature over the 
diſpoſitions of men, when the tye of 
bload is ſeconded by love & likenes: 
ſhe dyed with good leflons in her 
mouth , and ſeemed ro deſpiſe the 
frailty, of greatneſs, and the pomp of 
the earth, her laſt words were very 
memorable , and lefr a great im- 
preſſion: in- the breſt of her Farther. 

Not long afterwards, it pleaſed 
God , that the ProteRor fell ſick 
himſelf, he languiſhed about a fort- 
night 
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fortnight of a diſeaſe, which at the 
beginning was but an Ague, but on 
Friday morning, the third of Seprez- 
ber , he had all the figns of a dying 
perſon ; and abour three of the clock 


in the afternoon, he departed the 
' world, being diflerted his vital parts 


were found to be ſound, and whole, 
only his heart was dryed vp, and no 
blood in ir, to- make it either moiſt 
or warm. 

His greateſt care was to name a 
Protector, to be his ſucceſſor, which 
was Richard his elde{t Son,a Gentle- 
man of great hopes, of a generous 
ſpirit and beloved,even of thoſe who 
were enemies to his Father,of whoſe 
ſhort Proteorſhip, we will give 
you as ſhort, but as preciſe a view as 
poſſibly we can, committing no- 
thing rhat is ſuperfſuous, nor omut- 
ting any ching that is memarable..

Liver, the ProteRor oftheſe 
three Nations, was no ſooner 
dead, but on the day following , be- 
ing Saturday Septem. 4. Richard his 
eldeſt ſon was proclaimed Protector 
with great ſolemnity , both atrhe 
old Exchaxge, and in other places; 


the Commanders of the Army were - 


the firſt that acknowledged him, and 
they werethe firſt thar forſook him. 
The flatteries of the people did ſeem 
to promiſe a long continuance to 
his regency, for from the firſt week 
of his ProceRorſhip , almoſt ro the 
laſt, there were nothing bur grarula- 
tions from one place or another tro 
him, 
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him, with as many proteſtatinns that 
they would live and die in his ſer- 
vice : The very ſame they preſented 
to the Parliament, when the ſupre- 
macy of power was reſtored unto 
them,to be as officious, no doubr,to 
third intereſt, 1f a third intereit had 
eained the predominancy. 

The firſt care of our neece Pro- 
rector, was for the funerals of his fa- 
cher which were reſolved ſhould be 
ſolemnized with extraordinary mag- 
nificenſe , to leave more glory on 
the name of his facher, and to beger 
a greater eſtimation in his own, 

Wherefore being imbalmed , and 
wrapped in a ſheer of Lead, the 
hearſe on the 26 of September, was 
conveighed about tenof the clock ar 
night, om White-hall to Somerſet 
houſe where ic remained ſome dates 
In private, before it could be in a 
readineſs to be expoſed to the pub- 
like view. The Efhgies (more rich- 
ly adorned rhen ever was any King 
o England) was 1 id firſt on a bed of 
ſtare, afterwards ir was ſer upright, 
there was noching admitted that was 

in 
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in Art, or Wealth, or Induſtry to 
render it Ul luftrious., 

On Tueſday , November 23, the 
Eftigies with all the :olemnity , and 
Pageant:y that could be was 
brought 10 a ſtarely Charrior from 
Somerſet hoaſero Weftminſter Abby, 
and that day, an! many weeks after- 
wards , the pe»ple. in great mulri- 
rndes came to behold it, and with 
thei: hats off, vid reverencetoit, in 
rhe ſame? place, wh2re b=tore rhe Al- 
rer ond in the Temple of God ; bat 
rhis blind ſupe:{ittion had its period 
in the moneth of Afay following, at 
the time of thz reſtauraiion of the 
long Parliament , who having taken 
away the power from the ſon, might 
well pull down the image of his Fa- 
ther.

intruſted with the receipts and diſ- 
burſements of che ruoney,they were 
rep in debt no leſs than fire and 
twenty hundred thouſand pounds, 
At the laſt, ſome tranſactiens in 
the Army, being taken into confide- 


ration , and ir being voted that all ' 


Officers ofthe Army , ſhould. repair 
co their ſeveral charges, and that 
they ſhould held no meeting during 
che fitting of Parliament , bur by the 
conient 0: the P:oceRor , and both 
Houſes ; 
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Houſes; and that none ſhould be in 
office but ſuch onely as world ſub- 
ſcribe nor to incerrupt eirher houſe 
of Parliament in their proceedings, 
it wrought ſo much upon the ſpirits 
of ſome - of the Commanders, that 
not long afterwards, the Parliament

folvelinrheyear x653. by the 
Lo:4 Oliver Cromsvel, were now en- 
Couraged by the Lord Fleetwood, and 
many other of the Commanders to 
retv”1 £o exerciſe of their former 
pow<r , and promiſed the utrermoſi 
aſhſtance of the Army therein , and 
accordingly on the ſeventh of May,

There being at the ſame time, 
many Members of the ſame Parlia- 
ment, in Loxdoy, and ſome of them 
in the Hall, they endeavoured to.go 
vp into the Houſe, but were nor pzr- 
mirted by the Souldery ; amongſt 
theſe Members was Sir George Booth 
who being ofa high ſpiric, and diſ- 
contented ar it,did ſpzak ſome words 
very haſtily , which as raſhly after- 
wards, he did pur i practiſe, 

The Parhament removed Col.
